3) the defendant shall answer truthfully all inquiries by the probation officer and follow the instructions of the probation officer; 

4) the defendant shall support his or her dependents and meet other family responsibilities; 

5) the defendant shall work regularly at a lawful occupation, unless excused by the probation officer for schooling, training, or other 
acceptable reasons; 

6) the defendant shall nofify the probation officer at least ten days prior to any change in residence or employment; 

7) the defendant shall refi:ain firom excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or administer any controlled 
substance or any paraphernalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

8) the defendant shall not firequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, usedj distributed, or administered; 

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

1 0) the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall penxiit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

11) the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy -two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer; 

1 2) the defendant shall not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or a special agent of a law enforcement agency without the 
permission of the court; and 

1 3) as directed by the probation officer, the defendant shall notify third parties of risks that may be occasioned by the defendant's criminal 
record or personal history or characteristics and shall permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confirm the 
defendant s compliance with such notification requirement.

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SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 

1 . Special Assessment - The defendant shall pay an assessment fee of $100. The assessment fee is due immediately 
and shall be paid to the Criminal Finance Office, Room 4203, D. C. Superior Court, 500 Indiana Avenue, N, W., 
Washington, D. C. 20001, The Court waives any interest and penalties that may accrue on the restitution amount. 

2. Restitution - The defendant shall pay restitution in the amount of $6,197.00 to the United States Government Printing 
Office, Office of the General Counsel, Attention: Greg Browder, 732 North Capitol Street, N. W„ Washington, D. C- 20401;

3. DNA Sample Requirement - Pursuant to 42 U.S.C. section 14135a, for all felony offenses, the defendant shall submit to 
the collection and use of DNA identification information while on probation, or at the direction of the U. S. Probation Office. 

4. Financial Restrictions - The defendant shall be prohibited from incurring new credit charges, opening additional lines of 
credit, or negotiating or consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the Probation Office. 

5. Financial Disclosure - The defendant shall provide the Probation Office with her income tax returns, authorization for 
release of credit information, and any any other business or financial information in which she has a control or interest. 

6. Mental Health Counseling - The defendant shall participate in mental health counseling, as requested and prescribed by 
the U. S. Probation Office. 

7. Drug Testing - The defendant shall submit to drug testing, as requested and prescribed by the U. S. Probation Office. 

THE COURT FINDS that the defendant does not have the ability to pay a fine in addition to restitution, and therefore 
waives imposition of the fine. 

The Probation Office shall release the pre-sentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to execute the 
sentence of the Court. Treatment agencies shall return the pre-sentence report to the Probation Office upon the 
defendant's completion or termination from treatment.
